In an elaborately Hiuftriited report 


to the stite departuiiuit :it M'ashirigton 
dated Sept 2i>, 190},vai)tl delayed in 
transmission Consul .'Henry B. Miller 
of NewcUwang describes the progress 
made by the Hussion government In 
establishing its new Mimcimrlan sea- 
port, Dalny, on the gulf of Pechili. 
Mr. Miller says that Dalny is the Pa- 
cific coast terminus of the Chinese 
Eastern railway and its connections, 
the Central Mancburian aod the Great 
Siberian railway, and is the commer- 
cial seaport of Russia, created and 
constructed in accordance with an edict 
of the emperor of Russia, dated July 
30, 1SSSJ. In this edict the csstir de- 
fined as follows thf: conditions on 
which the new port was to be open to 
foreign trade:

are no stones In the apiary, when tin* 
jotiDcer strikes tbe ground tbe jouncer 
is broken Just enough to prevent tfn> 
combs from breaking.

The methods oi" growing corn for the 


Silo are .practically'the same us those 
for growing corn for any other pur- 
pose. 
AMericaii;. Agriculturist sums 


them up thus: Begin by plowing the 
ground to a good depth and follow wit!) 
a barrow or. disk", working until chi' 
clods are pulverised and the land in thi- 
very best -condition. 
tVbeo the soil 


is well warmed up, ;«ay the last week 
of April or any time in May, plant at 
the rate of a&oiit brie bushel of seed to 
six or seyen acres. The kernels eau br 
dropped hi drills or. bills. Some growers 
prefer one way and some the other. 


For silage com the aim should bt> to 


get a Kood growth of the entire plant. 
A medium sized stalk with heavy foli- 
age and as niatiy ears as practicably 
is the most desirable. If the com Is 
planted in hills, try to get three or four 
grains in eacb hill.- If drilled, try to 
have one stalk to every foot. Any va- 
riety which "grows well In the locality 
will answer. It is not necessary to 
plant a special silage corn. 


Cultivation of -silo corn should be 


thorough and frequent. 
As soon as 


weeds appear, even if this be before 
the corn plant shows above ground, go 
over the field with a slant tooth bur- 
row or BOIES kisd of n weeder. 
The 


•weeder is preferable on many soils, as 
it is very effective and It is possible for 
one man to go over a very large area in 
a day. If tbe spring happens to be 
wet, neither the weeder nor the disk 
harrow Is nntirely satisfactory. Charles 
Rowe of IKInois states that under suctj 
conditions he has need the spading h,-ir 
•ow with excellent results. 
This is 


limply a disk with slightly bent fingers 
three or four inches in length all 
around the outside of the disk. 


After this go over the corn with a 


cultivator having email shovels. Sun 
close to the corn and dig out or cover 
jp all weeds. 
The next cultivation 


should not ho quite so deep and a lift!*1 
farther away from the com. The third 
cultivation should be still shallower.

Corn should 


not be cut for the silo until the grains 
re well dented -ind the lovrpr leaves 
ried mid the entire plant fairly well 
nstured.

Inventor McDonnell to Be Accom- 


panied by Serveiuit J. B. Frederick, 
In July, 1902, two men, with their 


assistants, will start for the north pole, 
says a dispatch from Indianapolis to 
the St Louis Globe-Democrat. They 
will go as Major Andree, the 111 fated 
Norwegian aeronaut weut, in a bal- 
loon. But the balloon that will convey 
these adventurers will be built on an 
entirely different principle. It will In 
substance be ac airship and has al- 
ready been completed save for a few 
details.

The man who designed the ship and i 


planned the trip and who will com- ' 
mand the expedition is Patrick Eneas 
McDonnell of Chicago, and bis assist- 
ant will be Sergeant Julius B. Fred- 
erick, hero of the unfortunate Greely 
polar expedition, which eighteen years 
ago came to such disastrous end on the 
wind swept pinnacle of Cape Sabine. 
Sergeant Frederick is now a resident 
of Indianapolis. It was the Darrw.tivc 
of his adventures and particularly the 
assertion made by Frederick that the 
far north is a country of strange sur- 
prises and negative conditions, that 
the region within the immediate vi- 
cinity of the pole is covered with vege- 
tation and doubtless inhabited, that 
brought McDonnell and the Greely 
man together. 


McDonnell describes the airship as 


being 450 feet ioug and 55 feet • In 
diameter, composed of a tubular bridge 
framework, 
having metal cones at 


each end, the whole enveloped in n 
gastight incasement sufficiently rigid 
to resist the pressure of the air at a 
speed of 100 miles an hour. It will be 
propelled by meaus of motors and will 
carry a hydrogen gas producer to re- 
plenish its buoyancy power as it is 
exhausted.
